The moral tone of an orange growing 
community Is always the best and a 
financial failure of a well conditioned 
orange grove Is unknown. 


There lire three distinct sources of

CANCER DEFINED. 


Ths Theory «f the Medical Experts «f 


Columbia University. 


According to the experts on cancer 


of the medical faculty of Columbia 
university, that dreaded disease la 
neither contagious nor Infectious. As 
one of them expressed it. "you could 
breathe cancer, wallow in cancer,, han- 
dle cancer with cut hands and not be 
In the least danger of contracting the 
disease, simply because cancer is not 
a germ disease." 


Shorn of every scientific term, or, 


as one of the experts said, expressed 
In "primary grade" English that the 
most unlearned may comprehend, the 
following is what cancer is: 


One of the myriad cells of which our 


tissues are composed fails to grow nor- 
mally. 
It Is either too large or too 


small. This abnormality of ui/o pushes 
other cells around it out of plumb. 
These misplaced cells conglomerate 
into a mass of cells that, hy reason of 
their abnormality, fail to receive prop- 
er nourishment. This lack of nourish- 
ment causes these abnormal cells to 
decay, thus forming a tumor or cancer. 
These abnormal cells, as they multiply, 
•will go on knocking normally growing 
cells out of position, find ns soon as 
this occurs these normal cells also be- 
come abnormal and begin to decay. 


This process will continue at an ever 


accelerating rnte, the decayed part 
growing and growing until the patient 
becomes so weak from the burden 
that lie dies. 


There is only one effective treatment 


so far devised—cut the tumor or can- 
cer out as soon ns possible after it is 
discovered. Nothing else will stop the 
decay of cells. 
Cancers have long, 


spreading roots. Every bit of this root 
must be cut out or the misplaced cells 
•will begin growing faultily again and 
the cancer will reappear. If every bit 
of the root is extracted there is no 
likelihood of the reappearance of the 
cancer. 


Because of the "ethics of the profes- 


sion" the experts who Imparted the 
Information on caii'-er declined to per- 
mit the use of their iiamorf.— New York 
World. 


In • Trepiesl Forest. 


Chief Engineer Burgcas of the Hon- 


duras Nntlonnl railway, giving advice 
to engineers working in the tropics, 
says emphatically, "Don't got lost!" 
He odds that a man should no more 
think of going Into a tropical forest 
without a compass than of going alon« 
to sea without one. Without a com- 
pass one has no way of getting his di- 
rection. In a few minutes he Is turn- 
ed round. The sun can only be seen, 
It at all, when directly overhead. There 
Is no moss on the trees to serve for ft 
guide. 
Distant elevations or moun- 


tains, If any exist, cannot be seen on 
account of the density of the forest. 
Even on the treeless llanos of South 
America, where the rrountnlns are too 
distant to be seen, the compass Is the 
only guide. One can tell the direction 
of east and west at sunrise and sunset, 
but In the middle of the day the sun 
Is useless as a guide because it Is al- 
most directly overhead, and often one 
may stand in the shadow of his 
hat. 


Th* Most Beautiful Bridge. 


There will shortly be opened in Swlt- 


xerland the Wlfser viaduct, on the 
route from Davos to Fllisur. It Is en- 
tirely constructed of stone at a height 
of 00 meters, or ,292^-feet; and has a 
central arch of 55 meters and six oth- 
ers each of 20 meters, the entire length 
of the bridge being 175 meters. It Is, 
according to a Paris contemporary, 
the most beautiful bridge in the world. 


The new line of Albula, moreover, 


presents some other admirable works 
of great boldness, among which Is the 
Soils bridge, 25 meters In length and 
at an altitude of 77 meters, upon 
which the "diligences" stop to enable 
tourists to admire the beauties of the 
situation. Then, at 8 meters higher, 
Is a second bridge, that of a railway, 
about 40 meters 
in length, which 


crossed an abyss of 85 meters.—Lon- 
don Globe. 


Postal Service SuppMaa,

rial used by the postal service may be 
gained when It is stated that during 
last year the division furnished 925,- 
000,000 yards of twine. 3,200,000 p«is, 
283,000 penholders, 650,000 pencils and 
2,000,000 blank cards.

bundles 5,400,000 sheets of wrapping 
paper were used. 
Blank forms are 


furnished by the millions. 
Of the 


form "Application For Domestic Mon- 
ey Order," which Is seen In the lobby 
of every postofflce, there were 101,770,- 
000 used last year, and during the 
game period 09,034 rubber stamps were 
manufactured and supplied to post-
